to force trains to stop, but this was not 
necessary, as tho first freight that ap 
proaohed from the soulh slowed up for 
fear of being wrecked, 
in a minute the 


tramps swarmed over tbo cars, menacing 
the crow and daring any one to proven t 
them capturing the, train. 
They at once, 


put u guard of six men over the engineer 
and Bottled down to wait for tlio train to 
movo. 


Iu throe hours another train came in 


from tho south, and tho tramps at once 
divided tboir forces and captured it. This 
train can ied a mail car, and tho United 
Status authorities at Omaha wero noti- 
fied. 
At i o'clock a special bearing 30

to be a strike among tho miners of tbifc, 
city. There is but little foundation for 
the accounts as printed. 
It is true that 


tho Decatur miners have teen at work 
steadily through all tbo trouble at other 
points; it is true that up to this week 
they have not been interfered with in any 
way about how or when they shall go to 
work, and it is furthermore truo that tbo 
n-Utions of the men and Uioir employers 
ire of the plcasante^t character up to date 
Vcstorday a eouplo of pilgrims from out- 
side paints wero hoio trying in a way to 
do something to get the men to quit, but 
they mot with a chilly reception. 
There 


was no disposition to listen to tho plead- 
ings or threats of possible tioulilo. 
The 


men went to their homos last night and 
returned to work this morning. 
Somo of 


tho men say they do not care to have any- 
thing to do with the missionaries who 
wero hero yesterday. 
They seem to know 


the gents and do not accept tboiu as rep- 
resentative strikers. 
One of the visitors 


was one of tbo Drcatur strikers in l&'H 
and possibly his reeorl is not of the high- 
Pi,t and most approved pattern. 
Some of 


the miners say that if tho right parties 
cBino here irom outside points and put up 
tbo right sort of talk they will give them 
u hearing, but they are not prepared to 
state now that they will go out. The fact 
of the matter is, all of tho Decatur men,
